He says: ‘I let 
Purina do my experimenting for me. If we didn’t think 
Purina gave us low-cost gains and put the finish and bloom 
on our cattle we wouldn't keep on feeding it year after year.” 


OSEANN FARMS, comprising 1100 acres of 

choice Illinois farm land, lies along U.S. High- 

way 66, twenty-two miles south of Springfield. There, 

for twenty-five years, one of the best herds of Angus 

cattle in America has been developed. Also there is 
a herd of nationally recognized Hampshire hogs. 


More than 50 vears ago Louis M. Gietl (recently 
deceased) and brother Henry J. Gietl established a 
blacks~ithing and woodworking business in Spring- 
field. Today Gietl Bros. operate a modern shop and 
store where transportation equipment is repaired 
and rebuilt. 

In 1929 Gietl Bros. bought their first unit of Roseann 
Farms. Soon after, they bought 3 pure-bred Angus 
heifers, daughters of Eileenmere 32nd. Today this 
initial investment of less than $300 has grown into.an 
Anus herd numbering about 100 head, fully 75% of 
them descendants of those three foundation females. 


About 12 years ago Gietl Bros. persuaded Lloyd Hanna 
to join them as Operating Manager of Roseann Farms. 
Mr, Hanna brought with him a strong conviction that 
to remain successful a grainbelt farm must combine 
crops and livestock. That conviction has paid off espe- 
cially in 1954 as a corn crop, so damaged by drought 
as to be worthless except as feed, was salvaged by 1120 
head of cattle, hogs and sheep. Mr. Hanna had used 
Purina Chows to supplement his own roughage and 
grain even before coming to Roseann Farms, and it has 
been part of his feeding program every year here. 
Roseann Farms personnel are active in Community 
a°airs. Lloyd Hanna, as secretary of Illinois Angus 
breeders, has promoted and consigned to special sales 
through which 4-H and Vo Ag boys can buy top qual- 
itv steers for their project feeding. This year his own 
son, a Vo Ag sophomore, sold his unfinished Angus 
calf to a speculator. He could not resist the oer of 45 
cents per pound. An important community project 
of Roseann Farms is the downstate 4-H judging 
school held here each year. 
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These good cows are typical of the 
Roseann herd. A load of steers raised 
on the farm recently topped the mar- 
ket at National Stock Yards,

Good News for Cattlemen 
A New Grass for the Drouth Areas 


A new Johnson Grass hybrid now being 
tested by Southwest Research Center’s agri- 
culture division may help drouth-stricken 
South Texas ranchers solve some of their 
range feed problems. 


“The grass will apparently flourish in 
areas that have little water,” said Dr. 
Charles L. Shrewsbury, associate director of 
Southwest Research Center’s Foundation for 
Research and Education. “It produces more 
tonage than anything else we know of, and 
can either be grazed or cut and used as si- 
lage or dry feed.” 


The grass has been tested in Southwest 
Research Center’s San Antonio nursery. The 
Foundation’s agriculture research is aimed 
at developing better forage for the South- 
west and it has established grass nurseries 
over Texas to test out new grasses and see 
how they are suited to the area. One nursery 
is located near San Antonio, one near Dallas, 
two on the King Ranch, and a new one has 
recently been opened in the Brownsville area. 

The Johnson Grass hybrid tested is a 
perennial sorghum, Sorghum Almum, and 
originally came from Argentina. It is a nat- 
ural hybrid of Johnson Grass (Sorghum 
Halepense) and Sudan Grass (Sorghum 
Vulgare). 


The crop has the tall, luxuriant growth 
characteristic of Sudan combined with the 
perennial growth of Johnson Grass. In ad- 
dition, it does not have the undesirable 
spreading of underground roots that John- 
son Grass does, Dr. Shrewsbury said. 

“The grass has one drawback,” he con- 
tinued. “Like other sorghums, it produces 
prussic acid in the early growing stages. 
Livestock should not be allowed to graze it 
until it is 15 or 16 inches high. It is more de- 
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sirable as a forage than a grass since it is 
poisonous during the first 10 days of its 
growth.” 

The grass was first tried out in Georgia 
and Southwest Research Center scientists 
obtained a small packet of the seed from 
Prof. S. H. Morrison of the Georgia Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. Scientists 
planted the small amount of seed in about 
six 20 foot rows last April 1. 


It was watered by sprinkler at the time of 
planting and has not been watered since. 
During April the rainfall measured 1.89 
inches and there was 3.1 inches of rain in 
May. From January to April was a very dry 
period in the San Antonio area with only 
1.21 inches of rain in the three-month period. 


However, the seed germinated very fast 
and growth of the grass has been unusually 
rapid since, Dr. Shrewsbury reported. Other 
grasses in Southwest Research Center’s San 
Antonio nursery have not shown nearly the 
vigor and growth under the same conditions. 

“The grass is excellent in color,” Dr. 
Shrewsbury said. “It is tender rather than 
woody and is palatable to both horses and 
cattle. It is also producing a great deal of 
seed which will be saved. 


“At the time of checking in July it was 
about 6 feet as compared to 4 feet 8 inches 
for common Johnson Grass growing nearby. 
Three feet of one row was clipped and this 
produced five and one-fourth pounds of 
green forage as compared to three and 
three-fourth pounds for the common John- 
son Grass. Prof. Morrison reported that the 
Johnson hybrid yielded from 10 to 15 tons 
per acre of green forage the first year and 
more the second. 


“We are so interested in this new hybrid 


that we will plant it next spring under sev- 
eral conditions and seed stock will be in- 
creased. 

“While this grass may not be the 
answer to all our needs,” Dr. Shrewsbury 
said, “It looks good enough to study and ob- 
serve further. We now have over two hun- 
dred different grasses under test in the San 
Antonio nursery alone. Only two of these 
show outstanding promise for this area at 
the present time. 

“The Johnson Grass hybrid is the best of 
the two. It eventually will be tested under 
actual farming and ranching practices, then 
put through a chemical analysis to see what 
its composition and food value is. If it 
proves out, the seed will be available to 
farmers to be tested on their own farms or 
ranches.”

The seed will be tested in nurseries south 
of San Antonio next year to see how well 
adapted it is to South Texas. 

Dr. Shrewsbury said that if the seed 
proves successful, it will be available in 
limited amounts to the public in about two 
years and in plentiful supply in three years. 
The Georgia Experiment Station is 
testing the grass in the Old South.

ghland Horde Invades Canada 


Famous Virginia Stock 
Bought by Canadian Breeder 


A SCANT 15 minutes drive from the end 
of Toronto’s new subway—yet midst the 
pleasant rolling land of Ontario—lies Wind- 
fields Farm, urban-rural home of industri- 
alist Edward P. Taylor. 

A thousand acres of pasture-land and 
fields sown to wheat and hay stretch away 
to the eastward from the Taylor family 
home and the owner’s office-in-the-country 
on suburban Bayview Avenue. In the dis- 
tance, silhouetted against the sky, stand the 
palatial horse-barns of the Windfields breed- 
ing establishment and still farther out the 
sturdy red barns of the Aberdeen-Angus 
division of the farm. 

Horses were Mr. Taylor’s first love and 
for a score of years he has followed the fleet 
thoroughbred across the race-tracks of On- 
tario, New York State, Florida and other 
States. Frem his breeding barns have come 
famous stakes winners ... Windfields, Mc- 
Gill, Epic, Canadiana, Flirt, to name just a 
few. Five times horses of his breeding have 
captured the much sought after Queen's 
(and King’s) Plate at historic Woodbine. As 
this is written Taylor horses are running at 
Fort Erie, (Ontario) Aqueduct (New York) 
and Arlington Park (Chicago). 

Standing at Windfields Farms are such 
famous sires as the imported Tournoi, Bull 
Page, Epic and Illuminable. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle are a comparative- 
ly new venture for this oh-so-practical and 
realistic gentleman farmer.

This—with the present acquisition of the 
celebrated Highland herd from Round Hill, 
Virginia, which now numbers an additional 
200 head, will give Windfields the strongest 
and largest Aberdeen-Angus herd in the 
Dominion. 

The Highlands herd, long a celebrated col- 
lection of superior “doddies” in Virginia, in- 
cludes most of the finest families of the 
breed and is headed by the famous Tolan 
Bandolier who sold as a young bull for 
$55,000 in the J. Garrett Tolan Farms sale 
held at Pleasant Plains, Illinois three years 
ago. This was the record breaking beef cat- 
tle sale of all time, averaging over $10,000 
a head. Tolan Bandolier has gone on to 
prove that the large investment in him was 
sound and worth-while; his calves are out- 
standing. One of his daughters, a Pauline, 
will be exhibited by Tolan Farms this year

A grand Champion daughter of Prince Burgess 500th, herd sire at Throener 
Brothers’ Sunny Farms. She was Nebraska Grand Champion female at the 
Nebraska State Fair. 
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A few of the many trophies that the Throener Brothers’ herd has won. Recent 
winnings include the Supreme Championship at both the 1953 and 1954 Nebraska 
Futurities as well as having the Nebraska Grand Champion bull at the 1953 and 
1964 Nebraska State Fairs. 
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Tue THROENER BROTHERS at West Point, Nebraska, seem to 
have found the right “nick” when it comes to winning blue ribbons. 

In 1953 they showed the Nebraska Angus Futurity Supreme 
Champion, the Grand Champion female of the show, as well as the 
Reserve Grand Champion bull, the best get-of-sire, the best pair of 
calves and the best pair of females at the same event. In a repeat 
performance this year at the Nebraska Futurity they again showed 
the Supreme Champion, this time the Grand Champion bull. 

In 1953 at the Nebraska State Fair the Throener Brothers came 
up with the Nebraska Grand Champion bull while this year they re- 
turned to take both Nebraska Special awards—for having the Ne- 
braska Grand Champion bull and the Nebraska Grand Champion 
female. 

The big reason for the Throener Brothers’ success in the show 
ring the past several years is Prince Burgess 500th, an excellent 
breeding son of Burgess Eric 10th, the $18,000 bull which Elko Bell 
Farms, Frankfort, Kentucky, purchased in Milt Tudor’s Glyn Mawr 
dispersion. Burgess Eric 10th, incidentally, is one of the top pro- 
ducing sons of Prince Eric of Sunbeam. The Throener Brothers pur- 
chased Prince Burgess 500th in dam at the same Glyn Mawr dis- 
persion where they also purchased another cow and calf combina- 
tion that gave them Eric Burgess 31st, a burly herd sire they are 
now using along with the “500th”. Both of these sires are doing a 
fine job of “nicking” on the Throener Brothers cow herd. 

Prince Burgess 500th is not only a sire of quality champions 
but was a winner himself in 1951 when he went on the road in the 
Sunny Farms show string. He was named Grand Champion bul] at 
the Nebraska State Fair that year. The get of the “500th” has 
made up the show herd since with such winnings as we mentioned 
earlier. Both of the herd sires are true breeders, Prince Burgess 
500th adding style and flash with Eric Burgess 31st putting on that 
extra substance and scale. 

The Throener Brothers herd got its start in 1936 when 12 head 
of bred heifers were purchased from Ole Hanson at Audubon, Iowa. 
Several more were added from Bill Williams & Son at Clarks, Ne- 
braska, with an additional four cows from the Russ Vankerkolk 
herd at Bellwood, Nebraska, rounding out the foundation stock. 
Prior to the purchase of registered Angus in 1936 the Throener 
Brothers were engaged in the commercial end of the business. In 
their steer feeding program they fed a number of the Blacks and 
as a result they soon became Angus boosters. 
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Here is one of the herd sires at Sunny Farms, Eric Burgess 31st, 
Prince Burgess 500th—a real show calf producer. 
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Ever since the founding of the herd they have continued to add 
top quality heifers and cows from various sales around the county 
as well as by private treaty. The herd now contains some 60 breed- 
ing females boosted by the annual replacement of about 20 heifers. 
Although various bulls were used in the herd with good results, it 
was not until Prince Burgess 500th went into service that the show 
quality began to pop, the heifer calves especially showing plenty of 
style and smartness. The “500th” himself is extremely typy, short 
legged and thick with an exceptionally deep quarter. The other 
herd sire, Eric Burgess 31st, a half brother to the “500th” has also 
done an excellent job of breeding, his calves, however, carrying 
heavier substance and scale that is most popeler with the ranchers 
and Western buyers who demand the bigger type of calves. Both 
of these bulls have been going on quite a few Applewood Bandolier 
daughters with proven results. 

The operation at Sunny Farm is run by three Throener Broth- 
ers in partnership, Bill, the oldest, Ben and Meinolph. The farm 
proper is located seven miles west of West Point, Nebraska, in the 
Central Missouri River Valley basin which is well adapted to feed 
grains and livestock feeding. Sunny Farms utilizes around 600 
acres in its operation with about 150 in pasture of brome and blue 
grass, 35 acres in alfalfa, 30 in wild hay (Please turn to page 117 
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and a few of the breeding cows. 
Both of these sires are by Burgess Eric 10th the $18,000 son of Prince Eric of Sunbeam. 
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Also seeing heavy service in the Throener Brothers herd is

give each herd a chance to merchandise its 
cattle without holding extensive 
their own. This they feel would give each a 
chance to offer better quality and breeding 
through a smaller individual consignment. 

Several weeks ago we were able to visit 
each of these breeders and gathered a few 
notes and pictures to pass on to you. Our 
first stop was with Pete Pratt near Walnut 
in southwestern Iowa. From Pete’s we drove 
to Harlan to see the Findlay and Christen- 
sen herd and then up to Manilla to visit with 
Otto Frank. Our final stop was next day 
with Charles Beermann at Dakota City, Ne- 
braska, just west of Sioux City. 

Pete Pratt purchased his first Angus cat- 
tle in Minnesota at the National Stock Farm 
sale in December of 1941. Here he selected

17 head that carried the Hartley Stock Farm 
and Glencarnock breeding. In fact 99% of 
Pete’s herd today is from or traces through 
daughters to Hartley or Glencarnock orig- 
ination. 

Later on National Stock Farms sold out 
and Pete was able to add the top 19 from 
that herd when it dispersed. Prior to this 
dispersion, however, he had also purchased 
directly from Hartley and McGregor pri- 
vately, and then too, when each of them dis- 
persed, he was able to add still more of this 
championship breeding. The herd today is 
made up of cows by such well known sires 
as Earl Ejileenmere, Earl of Strathmore,

First of a number of good herd sires to 
see service in Pete’s herd was Bessie’s Bar- 
dolier of Ada, purchased in 1942. He was a 
son of Black Bardolier 2d, a bull which saw 
heavy service at Glencarnock Stock Farms, 
and out of Blackcap Bessie 7th of Page. 
Black Bardolier 2d, as you know, was sired 
by Bandolier of Anoka. While in 
Bessie’s Bardolier of Ada sired a good many 
champions at both the Interstate and Iowa 
State association shows and sales as well as 
at the Nebraska State sale. Noteworthy also 
is the fact that he is breeding on through 
his sons and daughters, several of his sons 
having sired show and sale champions them-

selves. 

Next sire to follow Bessie’s Bardolier of 
Ada was Pridestor of Glencarnock, also a 
good son of Black Bardolier 2d. His sons and 
daughters have averaged over $1,200 in the 
Iowa State sales—two sons topping the sales 
in 1950 and 1951. Another bull now in ser- 
vice is Premier Bardolier, a son of Home- 
place Eileenmere 88th who is by the “487th”. 
Both Pridestor of Glencarnock and Bessie 
Bardolier of Ada come under joint owner- 
ship with Gard Bros. at Beaver Crossing, 
Nebraska. 

The bull, however, that heads the herd 
bull at Pete Pratt’s is Globe Hill Eileenmere 
1500th, a sire that he purchased in the 
Myron Fuerst dispersion—one of the top 
sons of Eileenmere 1500th in that sale. His 
grandmother and a full sister to his grand- 
mother totaled $21,100 in the same sale 
while a half brother and his mother brought 
$15,700. Eileenmere 1500th himself, was a 
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Nebraska. These heifers will be

in 160 acres with 40 acres this year in corn 
and the remainder in grass pastures of 
brome, alfalfa, red clover, alsike, red top and 
a pinch of timothy and birdsfoot.

Our next stop was with Findlay & Christ- 
ensen at Harlan, lowa, a firm which dates

lay’s father went into the purebred and com- 
mercial business. Walt himself joined the 
association in 1931 but was already well into 
the purebred business on his own. The first 
cows in the herd came from such herds as 
Jim Spears at Stanwood, Iowa, the Escher & 
Ryan herd and the Row! herd at Onawa. A 
Rowl bull was first to see service in the 
herd followed by a Kershbaum bred bull and 
then a Hopley bull, Quality Marshall 3d, 
sired by Eston of Quality. Next in line was 
Bandolier of Pinehurst 30th, a Schmuecker 
bred bull sired by Eric Bandolier of Brook- 
dale. Following him was Ben Revolution

joined partnership with Howard Christensen 
and the two have been operating together 
ever Although the herd well 
developed at the time the partnership com- 
menced, the two men added 25 more cows 
and 10 head of heifers. The herd sire at this 
time was Buxon Lad of Red Top, a son of 
Eston Berton 3d, that was purchased in the 
Red Top herd dispersion at Hopley Farms 
near Atlantic, lowa. Next in line was a herd 
sire that added greatly to the quality and 
attractiveness of the females—Emperor of 
Douneside by the imported Studer bull. Em- 
peror of Douneside was Reserve Grand 
Champion sale bull at the 1950 Iowa State 
sale. We might mention here that in 1945, 
the first year that the partnership was in 
business, they sold their entire calf crop to 
Charles Ryan in California. The following 
year a big part of the crop was shipped to 
Charles McDowall also in California. Other

Dwarfism Report Presented 


Animal research scientists from institutions 
in 20 states presented progress reports on their 
studies of dwarfism in beef cattle at a meeting 
held at the American Hereford Association head- 
quarters in Kansas City, Missouri, recently. 


Although no new approaches to the problem 
were presented at the sessions, it was the con- 
sensus of the scientist that a greater uniformity 
of thought has developed on the studies which hold 
the promise of solving the dwarf problem within a 
few years. 


Meeting with the college research men were 
Dr. T. C. Byerly, Chief of Animal and Poultry Hus- 
bandry Research Branch, Agricultural Research 
Service, USDA, and Loui L. Madsen, Head of the 
Cattle Research Section of the USDA, both of 
Beltsville, Maryland. 


Reporting on the X-Ray studies of calves con- 
ducted at Iowa State College, Dr. M. A. Emerson 
Said that "The proof is not in yet, and it will 
require at least two more years to tell us if the 
X-Ray approach is of any great value." 


Dr. Emerson also sounded the warning that 
X-Ray can be destructive to both animal and human 
cells, and pointed out the danger of an X-Ray 
machine in the hands of an inexperienced person. 


In the summation of the meeting, Dr. A. D. 
Weber, Dean and Director of the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Kansas State College, Manhat- 
ton, said, "While dwarfism is attracting a lot of 
attention and deserves research support, it 
should not cause us to forget our other problems. 
Actually, dwarfism shouldn't overshadow some 
other things because it is going to be solved, and 
in solving it, we should not do anything that 
would cause us to lose the support of the beef 
cattle industry if we are going to work on other 
problems in the future." 


Continuing, Dr. Weber pointed out that "we 
are at the place where the difficult things con- 
front us, and if we are going to uSe the tools and 
methods that solve the difficult problems, we 
must have the support of the industry that already 
has accepted us, and having that, I think there 
is a great opportunity for service to industry 
and for sound research accomplishments."

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Ox AN OCEAN VOYAGE from New York 
to Buenos Aires, Mrs. Battles and I made 
the acquaintance of a number of very fine 
people, some of them Internationally known. 
One of the most enjoyable of those with 
whom we became acquainted on that trip of 
eighteen days, on a big ocean liner, was a 
young man by the name of Lawrence. His 
English origin was obvious but he was a na- 
tive of Australia and he was on his way 
from Sydney to Buenos Aires by way of 
New York. 

He told us of his purpose for this long 
journey which to complete arrange- 
ments for his appearance at the 
Cologne Theatre of Buenos Aires.

had not erased the fine physique and the 
high principles she had acquired in her child- 
hood days on a big Australian sheep ranch. 
In fact, it is probable that her early environ- 
ment had something to do with the high 
power of her melodious voice which had 
brought audiences in Paris, London and New 
York to their feet in rapturous applause. 
Her brother, who was rightfully extremely 
proud of his sister, had told us of her back- 
ground and how she had learned to sing, as 
a very young girl, in the choir of an Aus- 
tralian country church. 

When Miss Lawrence learned that the 
great Palermo Livestock Show was being 
held in Buenos Aires and that I had judged 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle at this world fa- 
mous show, she indicated a desire to acecom- 
pany Mrs. Battles and me to the show some 
afternoon and have me explain the qualities 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to her. She said 
it would be impossible for her to spend much 
time at the show and that the weather must 
be favorable because she had to be very 
careful about catching the slightest cold or 


do anything else that might endanger her 
voice. Fortunately, the next afternoon was 
sunny and warm and Miss Lawrence ex- 
pressed a desire to go out to the show with 
us if we were not going to stay long. I, 
therefore, called the young man who was 
acting as my secretary and who was always 
ready to take us anywhere we cared to go. 
As I had indicated to him that Marjorie 
Lawrence, the singer, was going with us, he 
called for us with an especially nice car. 

We showed Miss Lawrence some of the 
best Aberdeen-Angus exhibits and she asked 
me all kinds of questions about Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. She knew that they were not 
numerous in Australia and she had never 
seen any of them in her part of that country 
but she could not think of any reason why 
they should not do well there. And I recall 
her saying that when she retired from the 
stage she would like to start a herd on her 
father’s farm. 

After we had spent some time looking at 
the cattle she said she would like to see the 
sheep. Fortunately, there was a very good 
exhibit of sheep at that show. When we got 
into the sheep barn, Miss Lawrence was 
right at home. She was familiar with several 
breeds of sheep and she was delighted to 
give us information concerning them. She 
did not hesitate to say that she had grown 
up on a big sheep ranch and had worked 
with the sheep as a young girl. I remember 
this remark so well. In speaking of her girl- 
hood on the ranch she said. “Mr. Battles, 
you would be surprised to know how much 
hay I could pitch in a day when I was a girl 
on my father’s ranch.” And this ranch life, 
no doubt, is what gave her the constitution 
required of a great singer. 

As Mrs. Battles and I left Buenos Aires a 
day or so after we had taken Miss Lawrence 
to the Palermo show, we did not see much 
of her after that although we did keep in- 
formed as to her ever increasing popularity 
as she, with her company, had a long and 
successful performance at the Cologne 
Theatre, after which she returned to the 
Metropolitan of New York where she added 
still more lustre to her fame. 

It was not long after her return to the 
United States, however, that we were shock- 
ed to read that the great opera star, Mar- 
jorie Lawrence, had been stricken with the 
dread disease polio, and in all probability 
would never sing again. She apparently put 
up a valiant fight against this affliction and 
after a year or so had recovered to the ex- 
tent that she was taken onto the stage of 
the Metropolitan in a wheel chair where her 
voice was apparently as good as ever. 

We have not kept informed of Miss Law- 
rence’s activities in recent years and I don’t 
know whether she is still singing. We hope, 
of course, that she is. Although having heard 
her express a desire to retire to a farm in 
Australia she may have carried out this 
wish. At any rate, we hope she has fully 
recovered the health and vigor which gave 
her such a vibrant personality when we 
knew her. We will always remember her for 
her charm and her genuine friendliness.

Can You Place These Factors in Their Proper Order? 


This photo shows Roy Bannister weighing a steer on our portable 
scales. I believe a portable scales is almost a necessity on a beef 
cattle breeding farm. Stop by sometime. You, Roy and I can 
guess a few weights. 


As you probably have easily guessed, I am an amateur in 
this cattle breeding business. I have had considerable experience 
sticking my neck out a mile making lots of mistakes and doing 
my own thinking. 


In this article I’m trying to set down the main factors for 
which I think a beef cattle breeder should breed his cattle. Obvi- 
ously he can’t breed them for all these factors at once because 
his progress would be slow and he would probably give up in dis- 
gust. Therefore, I think that if we ourselves are going to breed 
better beef cattle we’ve got to figure out which of these factors 
are the most important and then try to breed our cattle for the 
first 3 or 4 factors and some day when we are getting somewhere 
on the first factors then we will add a few of the other ones. 
We do know that the more factors you breed for, the less prog- 
ress you make on any one of them. 


These Factors, As I See It, Are As Follows: 


High Fertility and Easy Calving: I believe that we can breed 
for high fertility in beef cattle. This would include strains of 
bulls that show a high conception rate in the cows to which they 
are mated, and strains of cows that seem to conceive easily. Also 
I think that cows can be bred to show a minimum of calving 
trouble. I am well aware that environment plays a big part in 
this because bulls that are allowed to get too fat do not breed 
well and the same goes for cows. Just the same I think that 
these factors are heritable and can be improved through breeding. 


Rapid Growth and Feed Efficiency: I believe that rapid 
growth and high feed efficiency go hand in hand. We know in 
the poultry business that when you get rapid early growth in 
broilers you have high feed efficiency. When you get slow 
growth, you have poor feed efficiency. I don’t think you have to 
measure the feed or keep track of the pounds of feed that are re- 
quired to grow a steer to a certain age. I think that if you keep 
selecting from the parents that will show you steers and heifers 
that will make a certain weight the fastest, you will get some- 
where on both rapid growth and feed efficiency. 


Good Fleshing: Probably you know more about what con- 
stitutes good fleshing than I do. I think that we have to know 
what the market wants in fleshing on an animal. “robably the 
men who are dressing off cattle all the time know a lot more 
about this than the average breeder. I think that we should try 
to give them the type of fleshing they want. I believe that this 
factor is definitely inherited. 
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Good Beef Type: I believe that when you start to breed for 
rapid growth you’ve got to keep selecting for good beef type at 
the same time or else your cattle would get to be long legged 
resembling dairy type animals. It’s just about like breeding a 
dairy cow for both pounds of milk and fat content at the same 
time. I believe it should be easier to breed beef cattle for high 
rate of growth and good beef type at the same time than it is to 
breed a dairy cow for high production and high fat content at 
the same time, or to breed a hen for a large number of eggs and 
large egg size at the same time. 


Ability to Fatten at an Early Age: Perhaps this goes along 
with good fleshing. I think that the efficient beef of the future 
will not only grow rapidly and have the proper type but will be 
able to fatten up at some given weight that will be the market 
ideal or what the market men want. 


High Dressing Percentage: I believe that beef cattle can be 
bred so they can deliver the highest possible dressing percent- 
age when slaughtered. ; 


Good Livability in Various Environments: I would imagine 
that the smartest beef breeder in the country if he wanted to 
really do a top job of breeding, would pick out a good rough 
environment where cattle will have quite a few enemies in the 
way of disease and so on, but yet be in an area where a lot of 
cattle are raised. Then if he can breed them to stand the condi- 
tions in that area, they ought to do pretty well in other areas or 
other beef sections of the United States. 


Good Feet and Legs: I feel quite sure that you can breed for 
good feet and legs on cattle. I think they are highly important 
if you are going to get cows that are going to breed well over a 
long period of years and require a minimum of fussing around 
with their feet. I would make a guess that you could breed for 
resistance to hoof rot. 


Early Sexual Maturity: Of course I’m well aware that cat- 
tle show a desire to breed long before we wish to breed them. I 
think that perhaps more work can be done on breeding cattle in 
such a way that we have better information on what age we can 
breed heifers to produce calves that will do well and be money 
makers. Also I think the cattle can be bred so that they will 
produce a good calf at an earlier age and therefore reduce the 
cycle or the period of time required from when a heifer calf is 
dropped until she produces her first calf. 


Tameness: I guess most beef cattle men figure that you can 
definitely breed for cattle that are docile and easy to handle. 


Freedom from Dwarfism: Dwarfism evidently has become 
quite a problem with the Hereford breeders and is also a prob- 
lem in some Angus herds. When you get a dwarf you want to 
remember that both its mother and its father carried the dwarf 
factor, and both are capable of throwing dwarfs in the future. 
This is a simple enough fault to eliminate but the catch is that 
the cattle have such a slow cycle in reproduction that it would 
take any breeder quite a bit of time to completely eliminate it. 
With poultry, a man could eliminate it and guarantee no dwarfs 
within one year. 

I would appreciate it if you would write me your advice as 
to what characters you consider the most important. Also, would 
you add anything I’ve left out?

Havine made consistent gains during 
September, fat cattle went into October and 
the final quarter of the year under con- 
siderable pressure. Jewish holidays, pack- 
ing house labor trouble combined with 
record receipts at times and big runs all 
the time, had finally weakened choice and 
prime steers and heifers. Kosher holidays 
had undermined fat steers scaling 1300 Ibs. 
upward but, of course, this erstwhile broad 
demand, stood a good chance to be re- 
instated with the passing of the Jewish 
New Year. About the most active angle 
of the general market involved stocker and 
feeder cattle and calves. But even replace- 
ments had slowed down, in price if not in 
volume. 


All grades of beef wholesale stood high- 
er than early August. Even commercial and 
good grade carcasses had gained $1.00, in 
instances $2.00. Choice and prime cuts and 
carcasses were naturally setting the pace, 
in the circumstances hardly as interesting 
as the fact that commercial cow beef held 
as high as 30 days earlier. The only price 
sag revolved around canner, cutter and 
utility cow beef, and considering the sea- 
son, declines in these grades of cow beef 
were regarded as conservative, especially 
since comparable steer and heifer grades 
were holding up. All sections of the coun- 
try were finally cutting loose big runs of 
cows and “cheap” steers and heifers devoid 
of much replacement merit. That beef 
moved as readily as it did at prices quoted 
stood as considerably better than mute 
testimony for broad beef consumption in 
general. Bologna bull beef had gained and 
seemed to be holding advances during Sep- 
tember when the Southwest was market- 
ing two or three times as many plain beef 
cattle as a year earlier. 

This live cattle and dressed beef setup 
seemed all the more remarkable in view of 
“winter” hog and pork prices right in the 
summer time, For at last the “mortgage 
lifters” had become really competitive, 
featuring pork sales that made consumers 
take notice even though beef roasts, with 
the pot roast variety leading, and ham- 
burger, were still lowest in years. Evident- 
ly consumers have become so beef con- 
scious that they stayed by their guns, com- 
petition from pork notwithstanding. In 
this connection the widespread advertising 
campaign in beef—all grades of beef and 
from a national down to a local level had 
helped, and was helping. Otherwise the 
sudden dumping of fifty million more 
pounds of pork than a year earlier during 
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the last three weeks of September might 
have uncovered a much gloomier story in 
the beef trade—and the live cattle market 
where prime steers scaling up to 1365 lbs. 
kept on topping at $29.00 at Chicago right 
while top hogs were fluctuating from 
$19.75 to $20.25. At long last hogs were 
selling well below parity—whatever that 
formula is when applied to livestock—but, 
nevertheless, a jumble of complexities that 
live cattle have been selling below for 
months. 

So the trade saw good to prime fed 
steers, yearlings and heifers go into the 
final three months of the year strong to 
$2.00 higher than late August. Prime kinds 
with weight led, but as much as $1.00 per 
ewt, advances in common steers and heifers 
aroused the most comment, it being the 
season when the fall cleanup was at hand 
from a supply source known to be huge. 
Wholesale beef prices showed about the 
same advance as live cattle, but there were 
instances where choice and prime kosher 
cuts stood $3.00 to $5.00 up. Live hogs, 
having been blasted early, showed little 
change as pork volume in six weeks in- 
creased nearly one-third over a year earlier, 
but, of course, pork, wholesale and retail, 
settled several dollars lower to offer ex- 
actly that much competition for beef sales- 
men. Much more dressed lamb tonnage 
started to show up, along with veal adding 
their tiny weights to the huge tonnage of 
beef and pork. Top lambs fluctuated be- 
tween $20.00 and $21.00 and yearlings 
wethers $16.00 to $17.50 while feeding 


lambs on the range were being bought 
freely for winter feeding at $17.00 down, 
meaning up to $19.00 and better at the 
markets as well as in winter finishers’ 
feedlots. 

And right here, after having noted how 
high feeder lambs sold compared with kil- 
lers, it is well to consider the support that 
the late summer advance in stocker and 
feeder cattle extended to middle—and— 
lower grades of killing cattle. For when 
drouth and lack-of-well-water runs seemed 
a surety, it rained from the Flint Hills on 
into New Mexico and up through many sec- 
tions of the Northwest and the West Coast. 
So instead of being forced to liquidate 
cattle, graziers held. And seeing so much 
physical betterment in range conditions, 
fall and winter finishers stepped in where 
killers had expected to operate on a supply 
and demand basis, with over-loaded mar- 
kets writing the price story. California 
hurried east for thin and meaty replace- 
ments. Soon the Cornbelt took a hand as 
did inter-mountain finishers north of Den- 
ver and in western Nebraska. All the while 
speculative interests were roaming wide 
areas for thin and meaty cattle, and mid- 
west finishers were tramping the ranges, 
buying for immediate and future delivery. 
As October approached it was estimated 
that most yearlings and many twos in 
Wyoming, Colorado and Montana had been 
sold. And vast inroads had been made in 
the Southwest, Sand Hills and other re- 
placement cattle nursery sections. It be- 
came an $18.00 to $22.00 deal on yearlings 
and twos, with a lot of cattle on the range

(GGovERNMENT decision to relax the crop 
controls program that had been scheduled 
for next year should be helpful to cattle- 
men in the long run, say most farm lead- 
ers. 

Feed grains, they believe, will be more 
plentiful as a result, and therefore produc- 
tion costs may be lower than otherwise. 
Easing of controls also may prevent many 
farmers from trying to make up likely 
losses on crops by buying a few cattle, or 
expanding present cattle operations. 

Most economists, meantime, are predict- 
ing an increase (although small) in feed 
costs during coming months. An antici- 
pated small increase per animal unit in 
feed supplies is not expected to bring re- 
duction in prices. 


Main change in the crop controls pro- 
gram is elimination of “total allotments”. 


This would have required farmers with 
more than 10 diverted acres to leave them 
idle, or put them to soil-conserving uses, 
such as pasture (which probably would 
have meant more competition for cattle- 
men.) 


USDA places one important limitation 
on use of diverted acres: These acres may 
not be used to plant more vegetables, po- 
tatoes, sweet potatoes, and dry edible 
beans than were grown in the years 1952- 
53. 

Cross-compliance features of the pro- 
gram—which will affect many producers— 
will still apply next year, says USDA. This 
means that it will be necessary to stay 
within each individual crop allotment, or 
lose price-support privileges on all of them. 


One important exception to the cross- 
compliance regulations, however, should be 
noted. If a wheat allotment is less than 
15 acres it can be overplanted, and sup- 
port privileges lost only on wheat—not on 
other crops. 


Under study by USDA at press time was 
the question of whether to lower 1955 price 
supports under “non-basic” feed crops, in- 
cluding barley, oats, rye, grain sorghums, 
and soybeans, Except for soybeans, which 
are being supported at 80%, these crops 
are propped this year at 85% of parity. 


Benson, if he reduced the supports for 
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55, was expected to place them somewhere 
between 60% and 75% of parity. The level, 
according to present law, may be fixed 
anywhere between zero to 90% of parity, 
depending on supplies, the price of other 
feeds such as corn, etc. 


USDA has pledged that wheat support 
next year won’t be less than $2.06 per 
bushel—or 8242% of present parity, The 
support rate, say officials, “will not be 
reduced but will be increased if the wheat 
parity price as of July 1, 1955 (the be- 
ginning of the marketing year) is higher 
than the (present) parity price.” 

Fact is that under the law USDA has 
no choice but to keep the dollar-cents 
support up to at least $2.06—and higher, 
in the event parity itself increases by next 
July. USDA coupled its announcement of 
minimum °’55 wheat support with another 
to the effect that 400 million bushels have 
been “set aside’ under terms of the new 
farm law. Up to 500 million bushels may 
be placed in the set-aside category, eventu- 
ally. 

Idea is to rule out these supplies for 
purposes of figuring support, thereby keep- 
ing the level higher than otherwise, 


Stockmen, say officials, are to find new 
farm census figures of considerable value. 
The census, taken every 5 years, got under 
way in October and will be started in all 
states by the end of this month, 

Here are a few ways that the quintennial 
figures will be used: 

(1) By USDA in crop, livestock and 
other reports. (2) By state and _ local 
agencies, farm groups, and others as basic 
information for forecasting economic trends 
in different areas and sections of the coun- 
try. (3) By manufacturers to determine far- 
mers needs for machinery, equipment and 
supplies, (4) By marketing and industry 
experts to help determine production 
volume and what to do about it. (5) By 
private lenders in helping to decide credit 
questions. 

Among hundreds of questions that will 
be asked by enumerators who come to your 
place are these: “How many cattle and 
calves of all ages are on this place?” “Of 


this total (a) how many are cows? 
(b) How many are heifers and heifer 
calves? (¢) How many are bulls, bull 
calves, steers, and steer calves?” Ete. 


Price support for wool next year, under 
the new program recently approved by 
Congress, is expected to be placed at or 
near the top level at 110% of parity. 


It is possible that an announcement to 
this effect may have been made by the 
time you read this. Twenty-one wool 
leaders were meeting in Washington with 
Benson & Co. as we went to press to work 
out details of the wool program—to go into 
effect next April 1. 

The Agriculture Secretary, by direction 
of Congress in provisions of the new farm 
law, is required to consult with wool pro- 
ducers in establishing support levels, The 
law permits support for wool up to 90% 
of parity through loans and purchases— 
and on up to 110% of parity through direct, 
incentive payments to producers. Purpose 
is to increase annual production to 300 mil- 
lion pounds. 


The new “Agricultural Trade Develop- 
ment and Assistance Act”, say farm lead- 
ers, gives the Administration the broadest 
authority yet granted the government to 
help move U. S. farm surpluses to foreign 
markets, 


Main feature of the legislation is a 
provision empowering the Administration 
to accept foreign currencies in return for 
U. S. surpluses. Up to $700 million may be 
expended in the next 3 years to implement 
such trade. In his recent executive order, 
outlining administrative procedures for 
carrying out the Act, President Eisenhower 
lists these uses for the foreign funds: 


(1) the development of new markets for 
United States agricultural commodities, 
(2) the acquisition of strategic and critical 
materials, (3) the procurement of military 
equipment, materials, and facilities, (4) the 
purchase of goods or services for other 
friendly countries, (5) the promotion of 
balanced economic development and trade 
among nations, (6) the payment of United 
States obligations abroad, (7) the promo- 
tion of multilateral trade and economic de- 
velopment, and (8) international educa- 
tional exchange activities.

Bang’s disease for several years now and 
most owners have a pretty good idea of what 
it’s all about by this time. In spite of that, 
we’re still asked occasional questions like 
those listed here. Although our answers 
won’t satisfy all readers, they represent 
what we believe are the true facts. 

Q. Does the vaccine used on calves con- 
tain living germs? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Are they the ones causing Bang’s dis- 
ease ? 

A. No. They are of a different type known 
as Strain 19. 

Q. What about the so-called “M” vaccine ? 

A. It contains still another type of Bru- 
cella germ. 

Q. Will these vaccines cause abortions? 

A. No.

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one type of germ will give resistance against 
another kind? 

A. Not in this case, for all the germs be- 
long to the Brucella variety and are closely 
related. 

Q. Why do some calves sicken two or 
three days after vaccination while others are 
completely unaffected ? 

A. Probably because of a difference in 
natural resistance to infection set up by the 
injection of living germs. 

Q. Do calves always become reactors after 
vaccination ? 

A. Yes, unless they’re naturally immune 
to Bang’s disease. 

Q. Do they again become negative to the 
blood test? 

A. Yes, they usually do. 

Q. How long does it take them to “clear 
up” after vaccination? 

A. About six to eight months on the aver- 
age. 

Q. Is it true that some calves don’t be- 
come negative again? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Why does this sort of thing happen? 

A. We don’t always know, but it’s often 
because calves are quite a bit over six months 
of age when they’re vaccinated. 

Q. Should vaccinated and unvaccinated an- 
imals be kept apart? 

A. It isn’t usually considered necessary 
unless some of the unvaccinated animals are 
infected with Bang’s disease. 

Q. Does vaccination give complete immu- 
nity to Bang’s disease? 

A. No. It gives considerably increased 
resistance, but this may not stand up against 
heavy exposure. 

Q. How long does this increase resistance 
last ? 

A. We can’t say definitely, since it de- 
pends almost entirely on the amount of in- 
fection to which vaccinates are exposed. 

Q. Will vaccination alone eradicate Bang’s 
disease ? 

A. No. It must be combined with a pro- 
gram aimed at the eventual elimination of 
all infected and spreader animals. 

Q. Should bulls be vacciniated ? 

A. No, for they are likely to remain as 
permanent reactors. 

Q. Can owners vaccinate their own calves? 

A. Yes, but they probably hadn’t better 
because: 

1. Unless vaccinated by a veterinar- 
ian, animals may not be recognized as 
“official vaccinates” at sales and fairs. 

2. Most states provide free vaccina- 
tion by a veterinarian if owners request 
the service. 

Q. Do all states have the same laws re- 
garding calfhood vaccination against Bang’s 
disease ? 

A. No, they unfortunately do not. 

Q. How can I find out what the laws of 
my particular state are? 

A. By asking your local veterinarian or 
county agent. As an alternative you can 
write to department of agriculture officials 
at your state capitol.

dam of Tolan Bandolier has produced sev- 
eral other great bulls, including the $30,000 
Eileenmere 1029th. 

Among the many select families in the 
Highlands herd were Chimera, Gammer, Eri- 
anna, Maid of Bummers, Blackcap Bessie, 
Anoka Barbara M., Rosemere Barbara, Bal- 
lindalloch Georgina, Witch of Endor, Glen- 
carnock Missie, Juana Erica, Hartley Eline, 
Hartley Edella, and many others. Probably 
no other farm in the “Old Dominion” has 
won as many championships and topped as 
many sales as, this herd.

About the time of the 1929 crash 
he swung into the merger of a number of 
Ontario breweries and eventually bought 
and either consolidated or eliminated 30 or

In addition to his principal inter- 
est, which is brewing, Taylor is active in 
Massey-Harris, Dominion Stores, Dominion 

‘ Tar & Chemical, Royal Bank of Canada, B. 
C. Forest Products and a score of other en- 
terprises running the gamut from restau- 
rants to real estate. 

That he has aligned himself solidly be- 
hind the Aberdeen-Angus as a Canadian 
beef cattle augurs well for the future suc- 
cess of the breed in the land of the Maple 
Leaf.

Burlington, Wisconsin. But as a young man 
he got into the retail lumber business. In 
1924 he came to Menomenee Falls—which is 
northwest of Milwaukee and in 1938 
branched out into the home construction 
field. The present 300 acres in the farm rep- 
resents additional farm land bought as the 
city limits of Menomenee Falls were extend- 

ed to include new Jacobson subdivisions. 

Our first meeting with the Wisconsin 
breeder was at the 1945 Chicagoland Asso- 
ciation sale. “And that was the first time I 
had bought cattle—four cows and a bull,” 
he says. Later cows were added at the South- 
side Farms dispersion and from the herd of 
C. E. Griffith of Vinita, Oklahoma. Other 
purchases have been made through the years 
from a number of auctions. 

The Jacobson herd represents a nice bal- 
ance between cattle representing such strains 
as Fannie Bess, Blackcap Bessie, Zara, Eline 
and some of the solid old families. One of 
the consistently good producing strains in 
the herd is the Sunbeam Queen Mother fam- 
ily. One of the good Queen Mother cows in 
the herd has Queen Mother of Tierra Alta, 
from the old Sam Hill herd in Texas, still 
showing in her tabulation. 

The success of any new herd—or old herd 
too, for that matter—depends on herd sire 
power. It took considerable looking around, 
and trying out bulls, before one was secured 
that would do. He is O. Bardoliermere 12th, 
bought in April of 1953 from Ohio State 
University. His sire, Bardoliermere 2d, by 
Eva’s Bandolier Lad, has made a great 
breeding record at Ohio State University. A 
son, O. Bardoliermere, was the 1953 Interna- 
tional grand champion; another son was the

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supreme champion of the 1954 Futurity. 

But when Art Jacobson bought O. Bardo- 
liermere 12th as a nine months old calf 
these championships were yet to come al- 
though Bardoliermere 2d was beginning to 
pile up an impressive siring record. O. Bar- 
doliermere 12th was delivered in September. 
Forty cows have been bred to him and the 
first calves on the ground look very good. 
Regardless of the breeding of the dams they 
look very uniform — smart headed, good 
bodied and thick. They are really impressive. 

So it looks like the nine year hunt for the 
right bull has been settled for a while in O. 
Bardoliermere 12th. He is an impressive bull 
individually, even in breeding condition. But 
the pay-off is, of course, those sons and 
daughters on the ground. Dam of O. Bardo- 
liermere 12th is Queen Harrison 60th, one 
of the great old producing cows in the Ohio 
State University herd.

more about this business of producing reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Their think- 
ing is influenced greatly by the type of ad- 
vertising you use to promote your herd; by 
the reports from the Association office; by 
the articles they read in the publications; by 
the reports of shows and sales—and these 
folks are also greatly influenced by the 
things they hear. 

These new folks attend shows, sales and 
meetings where they mingle with the older 


“and established breeders. They are included 


in the conversation which usually revolves 
around various herds; their owners; the cat- 
tle they have purchased; what the sales have 
averaged; who bought which cattle at pri- 
vate treaty—and many other items related 
to the business of producing Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

Now, it is a proven fact that very few 
people have the ability to express their 
views in such a way that they can always 
convey the true meaning of what they in- 
tend to transmit orally. What they intend to 
say and what we think they say may be two 
entirely different things. The misinterpre- 
tation of what we hear can result in idle 
conversation turning into a bit of malicious 
gossip. 

Proof of this is the old parlor game where 
the players form a circle. The first whispers 
a message to the second player, who in turn 
whispers it to the next player and so on 
around the room. The last player states 
aloud the message he has received, and I 
doubt very much that this game has ever 
been played without the original message 
being completely changed in both text and 
meaning. 

Probably the worst offense of mankind is 
our urge to repeat what we have been told, 
and usually it starts off like this, “Well, I 
can’t actually prove this, but so-and-so told 
me that...”

tion and pretend like it is a big secret that 
only a few folks know. It sure is hard not 
to try to find someone to tell this bit of news 
to right away—without first checking up to 
see just how true, or untrue, it may actually 
be.

We need not be afraid that any competi- 
tion we may have in the production of beef 
will seize the news of a “freak” calf of an- 
other breed to try to promote their own 
wares. No breed in this land has been free 
of abnormal births. In the past ten or fif- 
teen years I have seen a good many freak 
humans, some on exhibition and even more 
in the spectators; I have personally seen 
three “freak” Aberdeen-Angus, one a dwarf 
cow and two “little-men”, and since they 
are incapable of living long enough to pro- 
duce they can’t do much harm.

While there is no reason to hide the fact 
that such calves are occasionally born there 
is neither any reason to publicize such an- 
imals by offering them to a side show for 
exhibition purposes. 

Without a doubt, the worst kind of human 
freak today are those folks with warped and 
twisted minds. The mental perverts who are 
undermining the very social structure of our 
world today. And in closing may I make the 
following quotation from Marcus Aurelius, 
“If any man is able to convince me and show 
me that I do not think or act right, I will 
gladly change; for I seek the truth, by which 
no man was ever injured. But he is injured 
who abides in his error and ignorance.”

The Otto Frank farm takes in 540 acres 
and is located southeast of Manilla, Iowa, 
which is just south of Denison. About 200 
acres of land went into corn this year with 
75 in small grain and the rest in hay and 
pasture which included clover, alfalfa and 
blue grass. 

Charles Beermann, whose farm is situated 
a few miles southwest of Sioux City, near 
Dakota City, Nebraska, has come a long 
way in the livestock business, not only as a 
purebred Angus breeder but as an active 
promoter of livestock throughout the coun- 
try. The Nebraska Stock Growers Associa- 
tion named Charles the top Angus cattle- 
man in the state for 1953 in recognition of 
his achievement and service in the improve- 
ment and advancement of Angus cattle for 
the year. 

Not only active within the state but on 
the national scene as well, Charles is past 
president of the Nebraska Angus Associa- 
tion, Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Producers Commission Association in 
Sioux City and on the National Livestock 
Producers Association Board in Chicago. 

Reflective of the efforts that he has put 
forth is the fact that Charles was presented 
the Up-Mar Trophy this past year for hav- 
ing the highest point herd to exhibit at the 
Nebraska Futurity and sale. This traveling 
trophy, incidentally, is donated by Up-Mar 
Farms at Madison, Nebraska. 

Big reason for Beermann’s success at this 
year’s Nebraska Futurity was White Gates 
Black Bardolier 9th, a thick, deep-bodied 
son of Black Bardolier of White Gates 3d 
that now heads the herd bull battery. He is 
out of Queen’s Grenadier G. R. 4th, the 
$10,000 cow having the distinction of being 
the only female ever to win over Zara of 
Great Oaks. At the Nebraska Futurity 
White Gates Black Bardolier 9th sired the 
Champion sale bull, the Champion Futurity 
female, three out of four first place females, 
a second place female, a second place bull, 
second and sixth place pair of heifers and 
first place sale heifer.
